EARLY START OF SIRENS. 


Just as London was about to resume 
work yesterday, says the Press Association, 
it heard the warning sirens twice. The 
long night raid, slightly shorter than on 
nially occasions recently, was followed by 
only one raid before dawn. 

The first siren was heard at 8.2 a.m., 
and the “ all clear ’ at 8.48. Thousands 
‘lien were travelling by train, tram and 
‘bus, and making their way to factories 
and offices. At 9.12 came the second day- 
light warning, and not until 10.4 was the 
‘yaiders past” signal sounded. 

A few minutes earlier passengers in a 
irain standing outside a station in the 
london area heard an aeroplane engine 
above the clouds. There came a burst of 
anti-aircraft fire, and the ’plane’s engines 
stopped, and a terrific noise over the hill- 
side, accompanied by an explosion, 
suggested that the machine had crashed. 

Very few bombs were dropped during the 
first two raids, says the Press Associa. 
tion. It is believed that one German air- 
craft was brought down by anti-aircraft 
fire. 

A few minutes before 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon the sirens were heard once more, 
and there was heavy gunfire. It was 
reported that another ’plane had been shot 
down. 

Agency messages state that many 
windows were broken during a bombing 
raid on a south-east town. 


BIG FORCE OF BOMBERS 
DRIVEN OFF 


In the afternoon about 300 bombers and 
fighters approached the Kent coast, and 
were met by Royal Air Force fighters. 
The German formations were broken up, 
and while some of them managed to get 
some distance inland, the majority flew 
back to France. It is believed that 
several of the raiders were either destroyed 
or very badly damaged. 

Reports from the news agencies yester- 
day evening indicated that no consider- 
able damage had been done at any time 
during the day.

BRITISH OFFICIAL REPORT 


The following communiqué was issued 
yesterday morning by the British Air 
Ministry and Ministry of Home Security: 

‘‘Enemy air attacks were resumed at 
dusk last night, and were spread over 
many parts of the country. hey were, 
however, concentrated mainly on London. 

‘As on previous nights, London was

(Tuesday) morning, but were continued 
later on a smaller scale. 

‘Bombs were dropped in many parts 
of London and the surrounding suburbs. 
A number of fires were caused, but were” 
speedily put out or brought under control. 
Damage was done to houses and to a 
number of commercial and other build- 
ings. | 

““ Once again a hospital was struck, but 
fortunately no casualties resulted. 

‘“In the home counties bombs were 
dropped, most of which fell in rural areas, 
and did no damage. 

‘“'Towns in the Midlands and the North- 
west were also attacked. ‘Some damage 
was done, and a number of casualties 
occurred. 

‘‘In the South-west bombs were dropped 
in a few country districts, and in one 
town the damage caused was slight. In 
another town a German bomber was 
blown to bits by anti-aircraft fire. At 
another centre, where bombs failed to ex- 
plode, men gathered them up and threw 
them into a nearby river. 

“In the North-east bombs were dropped 
in several districts just before dark, but 
the damage in the area was small. 

““On the whole, casualties do not 
appear to have been very heavy. 

‘‘ Shortly before midnight an enemy 
bomber was destroyed after fouling a cable 
of a barrage balloon over the Midlands. 

“ The first attack last night on the 
London area lasted 64 hours, .nd there 
appeared to be an unbroken barrage of 
anti-aircraft fire. The second alarm was 
sounded at 4 a.m., and lasted 14 hours. 
There was again heavy gunfire, and bombs 
were dropped. 

“ During the night of Sunday and Mon- 
day four enemy bombers were shot down 
by anti-aircraft guns. A total, therefore 
of six enemy aircraft was destroyed 
during that night.’’

LONDON-UNITED STATES

HOSPITAL DAMAGED 


NARROW ESCAPE OF 
PATIENTS 


Monday night’s raid was stated to have 
been the heaviest on London. Damage was 
done to buildings, including a well-known 
hotel. 

A bomb feli ou a London hospital, but 
the only casualties were two patients and 
two nurses slightly injured. When the 
bomb fell on the hospital, doctors and 
nurses had to work quickly to remove the 
160 patients to safety, despite the fact 
that bombs still were falling in the district. 

A time bomb crashed from the roof of 
one wing and buried itself in the floor in 
a ward. A high explosive bomb wrecked 
the receiving ward, containing about fifty 
beds, but it contained no patients. 

A member of the hospital staff told a 
reporter :—‘‘ For several hours doctors and 
nurses were engaged in moving patients 
while bombs were falling in the vicinity. 


Stretchers and cots were used to take the 
patients from four threatened blocks to a 
safer part of the building.”’

WELL-KNOWN PLACES

FIGHT IN 100-MILE-AN- 


HOUR GALE 


Fighting at 25,000 feet in a hundred- 
mile-an-hour gale yesterday evening, 
British Spitfires shot down five German 
bombers, and four more were brought 
down by anti-aircraft ‘fire. 

This was the British claim, made early 
this morning. 

London had five raid alarms yesterday, 
four of them during daylight hours being 
short ones. The night alarm began at 8 
o’clock and had not ceased by 1 a.m. 

Bombs were scattered over a wide area 
in London and the South-eastern district 
during the night. 

During the afternoon some people were 
killed in London; at Portsmouth a church 
was Lit and destroyed, and another 
fifteenth century church was damaged in 
a south-eastern town.

BRITISH REPORT 


A British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué, issued last 
uight, stated :—

KILLED IN RAIDS ON

Several persons, including a child, were 
killed and others were injured when bombs 
were dropped by German ’planesc in a raid 
on a north-west England coastal town last 
night. Several houses received direct hits 
and were wrecked. The child was found 
buried beneath the débris of the house from 
which his parents, who were injured, were 
rescued, | 

‘Two large high explosive bombs fell in a 
South-East English village shortly before mid- 
night, one dropping in a roadway, making a 
crater and causing considerable damage to 
houses and a number of casualties, some of 
them fatal. A man and his wife and four 
children had remarkable escapes when their 
house collapsed and they were buried in the 


Early to-day four bombs were dropped in 
a West End district of London which had 
been damaged in previous raids. Only one 
exploded. There was considerable air activity 
near Green Park at this time. 


TWELVE GERMAN ’PLANES 


DOWN 


The British Air Ministry, in a statement 
this morning, claimed. that twelve German 
aircraft were destroyed yesterday. 

Three British fighters were stated to be 
lost or missing. Two of the pilots of these 
machines have been saved. 

Five of the twelve German ’planes destroyed 
were shot down during darkness, four of them 
by A.A. guns and one by fighters. 


SHELLING LONDON FROM 
CALAIS 


Informed German sources yesterday claimed 
that German long-range guns had shelled 
London from Calais, 125 miles away. They 
stated that, so far, rounds fired have only 
been for range-finding.—(Associated Press.) 


BRITISH RAID

The Spanish Minister of the Interior, 
Senor Suner, who is a brother-in-law of 
General Franco, yesterday had an interview 
of Herr Hitler, following his talk with Herr 
von Ribbentrop at the Foreign Office at 
Berlin. 

The German newspapers gave a hearty wel- 
come to the Senor Suner, stressing that he 
was the. outstanding ‘representative of the 
policy initiated by General Franco. All the 
newspapers point out that Spain is about to 
join hands with the Axis Powers in the con- 
struction of a new and better Europe. 

W. C. Kirker, the National Brodcasting 
Company of America special representative 
in Berlin, said that very little information 
was to be had concerning the purpose of 
Senor Suner’s visit, but at a Press con- 
ference yesterday. it was stated that the 
visit ‘‘did not deal with interior problems 
alone. More important matters are under 
discussion.” 

The Italian Minister for the Colonies is 
expected to arrive in Berlin shortly, and it 
is believed that, the guestion of the colonies 
which Germany hopes to secure in Africa 
will be discussed. Germany for some time 
has been training he. young people to be 
able to take part in the work of developing 
her colonies, while special attention is given 
to training in African languages. 

Informed sources in New York said yester- 
day that Germany was making every effort 
to focus world attention on the visit of Senor 
Suner te Berlin. For the past three days 
official spokesmen in Berlin had been keeping 
his visit to the forefront in Press interviews 
with neutral journalists. 

New York considers that an attempt is 
being made to divert public opinion—and 
keep a large proportion of the British fleet 
near Gibraltar—while the main objective of 
the Germans, the invasion of Britain, is 
pushed ahead.

. PREPARING TO INVADE 


“The deployment of German barges and 
ships in preparation for the invasion of 
Great Britain and Ireland continues 
steadily, and we must expect that he will 
make an attempt at what he judges to be 
the best opportunity. All our prepara- 
tions must, therefore, be maintained in a 
state of vigilance. The process of waiting, 
keyed up to concert pitch day after day, 
is apt after a while to lose its charm of 
novelty. There is no doubt that it imposes 
a heavy strain on all concerned, but we 
must not under-rate the damage inflicted 
on the enemy, who also has to wait, by 
the very heavy and prolonged nightly bom- 
bardments on his concentrations of age 
and ta all the focal points of the 
assembly of his troops.

INCREASING AIR STRENGTH 


“ Meanwhile our air strength has de- 
veloped rapidly by land, by sea and, above 
all, by air. Sunday’s actions were the 
most brilliant and fruitful—(loud cheers)—

fro the best of my belief—and I have made 
most searching inquiries—the figures that 
have been cadena’ are not in any way 
exaggerated.

. LONDON'S CASUALTIES 


After Mr. Churchill had been speaking 
for some time, he said that there were 
some matters in connction with their 
arrangements in air attack which he pro- 
posed to discuss in private. According to 
procedure, he drew attention to strangers 
in the House, which then went into 
private session. 

Mr. Churchill, in the course of his 
speech, said that during the first half of 
September about 2,000 civilians—men, 
women and children—had been killed and 
about 8,000 wounded by air attacks. 
Four-fifths of those casualties occurred in 
London. Many hospitals, churches and 
public monuments had been damaged, 
but the injury to the war-making capacity 
of the country had been surprisingly 
small. . 

“We are only now beginning to get the 
increased production from the great pro- 
gramme started at the outbreak of war, 
and it is very agreeable to say that we 
are increasing our output in spite of the 
enemy’s efforts. 

“To show how indiscriminate and 
wanton is the enemy attack, one only has 
to compare the figures of the civilian 
casualties with the military casualties. 
In the first fortnight of this month there 
were 10,000 civilian casualties from air 
attack, and only some 250 of these were 
in the fighting services.’’ 


SERVICES’ GOOD WORK 


The A.R.P. organisation in all branches 
had provided fully, and the greatest dis- 
cipline had been shown by all. The fire 
brigades were, of course, conspicuous, but 
in paying tribute to them there must be 
no disparagement.

AIR RAID ALARMS 


“ I had hoped in the last week to have 
promulgated some new rules about air raid 
warnings, but the intensification of air 
attacks had made it difficult. I have felt 
it wiser, therefore, to allow theprocess of 
local adaptation to run its course. 

“ Broadly speaking, our plan must be 
to use the alarm, which, it may be noticed, 
has been cut in half, as an alert and not 
as an alarm, and to have a system of 
highly-trained jim-crows, or look-out men, 
who will give the alarm when danger is 
expected at any point. Upon this basis 
everyone must endeavour to carry on his 
work, and see that output and the public 
services do not suffer, or suffer only a 
minimum interruption. 


WAR IN THE AIR. 


MORE INTENSIVE FIGHTING 


“ We must expect very much intensive 


examples of air fighting in the future. 
There are some matters in connection with 
our arrangements under air attack which 
I should prefer to discuss in private. I 
must remind the House that every word 
spoken in a public speech can be tele- 
graphed all over the world, and there is 
no reason why we should keep the enemy 
informed of the details of our arrange- 
ments, and thus enable him to inflict the 


maximum injury upon us. . 

“There are several things I wish to say 
to the House, and I dare say there are 
several things that members would like 
to say to the Government.” 

Mr. Churchill then proposed that the 
House should move into secret session, 
saying: “I declare to you, Mr. Speaker, 
that, casting my eyes about, I espy a 
stranger.’’ 

The House then went into secret session.

WORK OF RESCUE PARTY

In the House of Lords, Lord Caldecote 
said that in the week ended September 
10th rescue party services had been called 
upon in 169 occasions, and had saved 216 
lives.

The total number of accidents notified 
during 1939, in accordance with the provisions 
of the Factory and Workshop Acts, was

JAPAN WANTS MORE 
FACILITIES

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
[ma CRAIGAVON, in the Northern 


Parliament to-day, replying to the 

debate on the: unemployment question, 
eaid:—'' We are getting more orders, and 
these will take men off the register, but 
there is a danger of disaster in the linen 
industry. It may not mean an entire closing 
down, but it will mean greater curtailment, 
and probably half-time working. 
on male labour will be offset by a pont 
loss on the women’s side.” The crux of the 
problem was the war. Apart from factories 
closing or going over to war work, foreign 
markets were closed to them. Labour, 
material, and money had to be conserved to 
send to the British Treasury to pay for the 
war, and it was inevitable that some in- 
dustries should be crippled by the war. for 
17 years he had been asking Mr. Beattie 
to give some _ractical, concrete plan for 
solving the problem of unemployment, hut 
none was forthcoming. 

Mr. Beattie—Next Tuesday, if the House 
permits, I will give an outline of the basis 
of the Socialist solution. , 

Lord Craigavon said that he was srry 
that charges were still being made that the 
Government had no interest in solving the 
unemployment problem. Some 19 years ago 
he and his colleagues decided that the : rea 
could not rely solely on ‘hree main indus- 
tries—linen, agriculture, and shipbuilding; 
and consequently the Ulster ,Industries De- 
velopment Association and the Tourist 
Development Association were started, and 
met with great success.

Furthermore, with their loans guarantes 
measure they aided struggling industries. 
When a similar measure in Britain was 
dropped they took their courage in both 
hands and maintained the Act, despite great 
criticism. The figures at one time were 
£23,000,000.. but now stood at £11,000,000. 
Other schemes to ease the situation were 
school and police barrack building pro- 
grammes, the Bann drainage scheme, a re- 
afforestation scheme under which 30,000,000 
trees had been planted, public utility works, 
and an Act to attract new industries. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that the 
Government never had time to discuss the 
evil existing in Northern Ireland.

Mr. P. Agnew (Labour) attacked the 
Government policy of sending men ito 
Britain.

RUSSIAN FLAX 


Mr. J. W. Nixon (Independent Unionist) 
said that practically everything the Prime 
Minister said he had said before; 68,000 
unemployed people in the six counties after 
twelve months of war was a disgrace to the 
Government, which has been in office for 
over twenty years. The Government had ab- 
solutely failed to solve unemployment, 
but they had created unemployment. 
The Northern Government opposed at the 
Ottawa Conference a duty on Russian flax, 
and this directly caused the fall in the acreage 
of home-grown flax. It acted in a similar 
manner afterwards at Westminster, with the 
result that, owing to this policy, the flax 
industry at home had almost gone, and now 
their mills were closing owing to a shortage 
of flax. 

Mr. T. Henderson (Ind. U.) said that there 
were men in Belfast who were unemployed 
for fourteen years. The Prime Minister had 
won the last two general elections on the 
slogan, ‘‘ Ulster is in danger.” If he felt 
the same to-day be could solve the unemploy- 
ment problem by setting the 68,000 workless 
at work building fortresses around the six 
counties. These would be useful, not to 
keep out the people the Prime Minister 
referred to at the election, but former Con- 
tinental followers of- the guests of Unionist 
leaders in the North. The Prime Minister, 
without a doubt, had missed the ’bus, and 
with him the members of the Government.

The plain- 
tiffs were Robert Watts Teverton, Quarry 
road, Belfast; the Right Hon. John C. Mac- 
Dermott, K.C. M.P., Glenburn, Cairnburn 
road, Belfast, and John Archer, 32 Knock- 
dene Park, Belfast, ‘Town Clerk, as trustees of 
Campbell College, Belfast, and the defendant 
—_ the Attorney-General of Northern Ire- 
and. 
Mr. E. Warnock, K.C., M.P., said that the 
plaintiffs were trustees under the wili of 
Henry James Campbell, late of Lorn, Co. Down. 
Campbell College had been founded and en- 
dowed under his will, a stipulation being that 
the college should be “in Belfast or its neigh- 
bourhood.” The college main building had 
recently been requisitioned for public. pur- 
poses, making it impossible for the senior 

hool to be continued there, but the junior 
school at Cabin Hill had not been taken over 
by the authorities The trustees had not 


been able io secure “suitable prémises in 
“alfast or its neighbourhood,” but had 
secured the Northern Counties Hotel at Port- 
rush from the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway for.such period as they might be ex- 
cluded from their main college buildings in 
Belfast. They sought the sanction of the 
court to the school being conducted at 
Portrush.
